Department Reports 

Engineering Department 

• Net Metering Project. All work is complete except for final connection of net 
metering equipment to the Waukesha generator. Additional parts for the generator, 
ordered by the Wastewater Plant's vendor, have just arrived and will be installed 
soon. After the parts are installed and the generator is running satisfactorily, the net 
metering equipment will again be tested for startup with the Waukesha generator. 

• Sewer Video Program. Wastewater Department completed all sewer video and 
inspections requested on Pine and Palm Street sewers, which will be replaced under 
the Broad Street Parkway project. 

• CSO 005/006 Drop Over Structures. Both structures are now substantially 
complete. Park Construction has completed all the interior work on the East Hollis 
Street structure and has scheduled the epoxy coating of the interior of the Crown 
Street structure for the second week of April. Road work restoration at both sites will 
resume in the spring. 

• Sludge Dewatering Project. Wright-Pierce has completed the 100% plan set. This 
project is temporarily on hold as the City prepares to complete an SRF loan 
application to fund it. 

• North Generator Exhaust Pipe Project. Contract was signed on February 24th and 
notice to proceed issued on March 24,2011. Preconstruction meeting scheduled for 
first week of April. 

• CSO Sluice Gate. Punch list items remain. Issues with communications for 
notifying operators of the gate operations are still being rectified. Security fence to 
be installed in April. 

• Aeration Blowers and Aeration Tanks - Secondary Clarifiers Upgrades Project. 
Woodard & Curran (W&C) has completed the 90% design package and the City has 
responded with comments. They are proceeding to finalizing plans and 
specifications. 

• Harbor Avenue Area Sewer Separation. Nine prime contractors in attendance at 
mandatory pre-bid meeting. Bids due March 31,2011. 

• Miscellaneous Sewerage Improvements 2009, Phase 2. Merrill Construction in 
winter shutdown. The final top coat paving will take place next year on all the streets 
and the sewer and other utility work on Beech Street will take place next spring. 

• Sewer Project 2011. The City is preparing plans and specifications for this project, 
which includes a combination of sewer pipe lining and replacement on Lake, Burke, 
Terrace, and Arlington Streets. We are also assisting in preparing sewer plans for 
Pine and Palm Streets for the Broad Street Parkway project. 

• Haines Street Sewer Separation. Paperwork related to project closure has begun. 
Some additional items requested to satisfy the ARRA requirements and are being 
gathered. 

• Harris Brook at Northeastern Blvd Drainage Improvements. Design plans being 
finalized. 
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• Rotary Common Phase II. As built survey plans of the parcel were requested and 
conveyed to John Weidman for the purposes of determining if the concrete pad on 
site would be suitable for the Holocaust Sculpture. 

• Manchester Street Area - CSO Flooding Study. Contract submitted to NHDES for 
approval. 

• Storage Facilities for CSO # 003 and # 004. Met with EPA/NHDES to review 
approach to re-evaluation. Continued to review various alternative sites/projects 
including further sewer separation in the CSO 004 drainage area, other storage 
opportunities or combinations of alternatives. 

• Wet Weather Flow Treatment Facility. AECOM performed site visit and walk 
through of Wet Weather to resolve some concerns. They are finalizing Operations 
and Maintenance Manual and Record Drawings. 

« Sidewalk Program - South Main Street Phs 2 and Conant Road Phs 2. Design of 
South Main from Anders Lane to East Hobart is 90% complete. 

• Sidewalk Program - Main Street Bridge. Developing median design and 
researching use of granite for Main Street Bridge. Awaiting further information from 
NHDOT on bridge abutment status. Need to review lighting concerns. 

• Safe Routes to School. Awaiting comments on procurement contract for purchase of 
a speed radar sign for Bicentennial. Received approval for categorical exclusion for 
Bicentennial. Awaiting authorization to bid for Ledge Street. Submitted revised 
conceptual plan to Birch Hill representative for comment. Met with School Dept. to 
review status of projects. 

• FY10 Paving Program. Work has been completed with the exception of minor 
punch list items. 

• FY11 Paving Program. The bid package was advertised on March 3rd and bids were 
received on March 26. We are proceeding with contract approvals. 

• Route 101A Widening. Phase 1 of the project consists of Widening from Sunapee 
St. to Blackstone Dr; Signal Upgrading and ROW Acquisition from Somerset 
Parkway to Celina Ave. Engineering is awaiting an answer on NHDOT's 
commitment to funding of the project. 

• Stormwater Utility Feasibility Study. Draft Feasibility Report was received and is 
being reviewed. The NHDES requested a meeting between the four communities 
who are receiving grants for projects associated with establishing a Stormwater 
Utility. On March 14, representatives from Dover, Portsmouth, Manchester and 
Nashua met to discuss successes and setbacks that each of the communities have 
experienced through this process. 

• Screening and Disinfection Facility. A Request for Qualifications is being drafted 
for a Site Assessment and Engineering Design project for the proposed facility sited 
at the 17 Jackson Street parcel. A meeting has been scheduled with the owner to 
discuss City questing of the parcel. 

• Hunt Memorial Library Drainage. A response to the New Hampshire Division of 
Historic Resources letter about concern with the proposed design of the concrete 
trench on the North side of the building is being drafted. Work continues towards 
completion of the bid plans and specifications. 
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• Mine Falls Boat Launch. Lot line relocation plans have been draft. Planning board 
scheduled for May. Plans are being revised and final construction bid plans and 
specifications are being completed. 

• CSO Meeting with EPA. A meeting was held with the EPA and NHDES to discuss 
the CSO Long Term Control plan. A presentation was given as to accomplishments 
to date and their impact on CSOs. Issues with future projects to be completed were 
also discussed. Attached is a graph showing observed trends comparing storms from 
2005 and 2010 and a chart of consent decree milestones that were presented at the 
meeting. 

• Construction Inspection. Ongoing projects inspected by Engineering include:

• Majestic Heights. Engineering is working on prioritizing punchlist work. 
• Manchester Street Bridge Replacement Project. Currently, this project is 

experiencing funding issues as a result of NHDHR's requirement of historic 
preservation work. 

• CNG Station. A new schedule has been established.

o Construction - June 06,2011 through October 7, 2011 (A construction 

easement on the property to the south of the proposed station has been 
obtained.)

• Private Development Bonds. There are multiple bond reduction requests and bond 
approvals being processed. 
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Solid Waste Department 

• Soft Yard Waste Collections. The Solid Waste Department will begin Soft Yard 
Waste Collections on April 11th. 

• Safety Equipment. The Solid Waste Department has purchased equipment to be used 
for entering OSHA defined confined spaces at the landfill. These spaces include two 
underground valve chambers and the secondary leachate tank adjacent to the Phase I 
landfill. The equipment consists of a retrieval tripod, harness, and winch, a four-gas 
meter for atmospheric testing, and a ventilation blower. Landfill staff received 
confined space training in October 2010, and a landfill specific confined space entry 
plan was developed. 

• Air Quality. The DES has approved a final version of an Enhanced Monitoring 
Protocol and Standard Operating Procedures (EMP/SOP) plan for the collection and 
control of landfill gas at the facility. The EMP/SOP specifies requirements for tuning 
and maintaining the gas wells and overall collection system, performing surface 
emission scans and landfill cover integrity inspections, collecting landfill gas samples 
for analysis for reduced sulfur compounds, and reporting. Implementation of the plan 
will begin in April. 

• Litter Control. A purchase order has been issued to a local fence company to have 
plastic slats installed in the chain link fence behind several residences along Pioneer 
Drive to help screen out windblown trash in the wooded buffer behind the residences. 
Also, beginning April 1st, temporary laborers will be deployed to begin picking up 
windblown litter in this area and other affected areas around the landfill. 

• Nashua Recycling Center. Shipments from the Nashua Recycling Center during 
March (until 3/29/11) included 377 tons of single stream recycled materials, 20 tons of 
electronic waste, 33 tons of scrap metal, and 725 fluorescent lamps. In addition, more 
than 2 tons of textiles, 12 tons of tires, nearly 4 tons of batteries, 525 gallons of waste 
oil, and 40 gallons of antifreeze were shipped from the Nashua Recycling Center 
during the month. 56 recycling bins were given to 25 residents. 42 trash carts were 
requested for residents during March, as replacements for damaged or missing carts 
(12), replacements for plow or truck damaged carts (22) and for new apartments (6) 
and new houses (2). 12 carts repairs were reported for cracked lids and wheels. 

• Landfill Permits. The Solid Waste Department has sold approximately 6,354 
residential and 273 commercial 2011 landfill permits to date. 

Street Department 

• Winter. The month of March was kind in that not much in the way of snowfall with 
only 2" being recorded. Although the month was colder than normal most of the 
precipitation fell as rain. The total snowfall for the year has been 85.25". 

• Winter wrap up. In what is considered by Superintendent Sorenson "The most 
wonderful time of the year", crews began dismantling and evaluating plows and 
equipment to be put into storage until next season. 

• Emergency Sewer Service Connection. The Street Department performed an 
emergency sewer connection repair to a blocked line on Walnut Ave. Work involved 
removing a 10' section of 6" pipe that had collapsed at the main. 
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
